Priority 

1 . Acknowledgment is made of applicant's claim for foreign priority under 35 
U.S.C. 1 19(a)-(d). 

Information Disclosure Statement 

2. The information disclosure statement filed June 7, 2004 fails to comply with 37 CFR 

1 .98(a)(2), which requires a legible copy of each cited foreign patent document; each non-patent 
literature publication or that portion which caused it to be listed; and all other information or that 
portion which caused it to be listed. There is no copy of WO 98/08749 in the present file, 
however a WO 03/022094 Al is provided. Therefore WO 98/08749 has been lined through on 
the citation by the Examiner and not considered.

Computer program 
listings (37 CFR 1.96(c)), "Sequence Listings" (37 CFR 1.821(c)), and tables 
having more than 50 pages of text are permitted to be submitted on compact 
discs.) or

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

5. Claims 1-4 are rejected as failing to define the invention in the manner required by 35 
U.S.C. 112, second paragraph. 

The claim(s) are narrative in form and replete with indefinite and functional or 
operational language. The structure which goes to make up the device must be clearly and 
positively specified. The structure must be organized and correlated in such a manner as to 
present a complete operative device. Examples of indeterminate language is as follows: 

Claim 1; "or similar place", "commercial use", "designed", "such as" 1 and "similar", 

Claim 2; "another corner" has no antecedent basis,

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Claim 3; "it", "preferably", parenthetical expressions for subject matter other than 
reference numerals and "means" preceded by the words "by" in an attempt to use a 
"means" clause to recite a claim element as a means for performing a specified function. 
However, since no function is specified by the word preceding "means," it is impossible 
to determine the equivalents of the element, as required by 35 U.S.C. 1 12, sixth 
paragraph. See Ex parte Klumb, 159 USPQ 694 (Bd. App. 1967), 2 
Claim 4; "the field" has double antecedence. 

The examiner's reviewing authority has stated that the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 
1 12 requires a claim to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as his or her invention. Under In re Hammack, 166 USPQ 204 (CCPA 1970) 
and In re Moore, 169 USPQ 236 (CCPA 1971), claims must be analyzed to determine their 
metes and bounds so that it is clear from the claim language what subject matter the claims 
encompass. This analysis must be performed in light of the applicable prior art and the 
disclosure. The definiteness of the claims is important to allow others who wish to enter the 
market place to ascertain the boundaries of protection that are provided by the claims. Ex parte 
Kristensen, 10 USPQ 2d 1701, 1703 (PTO Bd. Pat. App. & Intf. 1989). 

6. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

7. Claims 3 and 4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply 
with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant 
art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the claimed 
invention. It is not know what the scope and content of "plaster" is intended to refer encompass. 
The present invention page 4 last line merely sets forth a number "plasters" in a dicta type of 
format without appraising one skilled in this are what term embodies. 



2 We have held that use of the word "means" creates a presumption that §1 12, 6 applies. See York Prods., Inc. v. 
Cent. Tractor, 99 F.3d 1568, 1574 f40 USPQ2d 16191 (Fed. Cir. 1996). 
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8. Claims 3 and 4 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply with 
the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not described in 
the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with 
which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. The written description of 
the present invention fails to provide an description of what the "plasters" are and therefore fails 
to enable one skilled in the art in the construction of the present invention. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

9. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

10. Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Glennon (US 
Patent no. 5,704,847). Corner areas 10 are provided with a narrowing 13. 

1 1 . Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Borden (US 
Patent no. 5,645,500). Corner areas 10 are provided with a narrowing 30 and 60.

12. Applicant is duly reminded that a complete response must satisfy the requirements of 37

distinctions believed to render the claims, including any newly presented claims, patentable over 
any applied references. A general allegation that the claims "define a patentable invention" 
without specifically pointing out how the language of the claims patentably distinguishes them 
from the references does not comply with the requirements of this section.

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prompt development of a clear Issue requires that the replies of the applicant meet the objections 
to and rejections of the claims." Applicant should also specifically point out the support for any 
amendments made to the disclosure. See MPEP 2163.06 11(A), MPEP 2163.06 and MPEP 
714.02. The "disclosure" includes the claims, the specification and the drawings. 

If no amendments are made to claims as applicant or patent owner believes the claims are 
patentable without further modification, the reply must distinctly and specifically point out the 
supposed errors in the examiner 's action and must respond to every ground of objection and 
rejection in the prior Office Action in the same vain as given above, 37 CFR 1.111 (b) & (c), 
M.P.E.P. 714.02. 

The examiner also points out, due to the change in practice as affecting final rejections, 
older decisions on questions of prematureness of final rejection or admission of subsequent 
amendments do not necessarily reflect present practice. "Under present practice, second or any 
subsequent actions on the merits shall be final , except where the examiner introduces a new 
ground of rejection that is neither necessitated by applicant's amendment of the claims nor based 
on information submitted in an information disclosure statement filed during the period set forth 
in 37 CFR 1.97(c)" (emphasis mine), see MPEP 706.07(a).
